APPENDIX 

Licensing Conditions for imports under French 
Credits for 1982-83 and later years 

Credits are made available by French authorities 
to the Government of India for financing imports of 
French goods and services for development projects 
and other purposes. These credit funds are used by 
the Government of India by making foreign exchange. 
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available to Indian Importers in accordance with the 
Import Policy. Under the French Credits, payments 
to suppliers including the dawn payments, are made 
directly from the credit funds and correspond¬ 
ing Rupee funds have to be deposited by the im¬ 
porters into the account of the Government of India. 

2. In the light of the eligibility criteria and proce¬ 
dural requirements in the agreements for French 
credits, these Licensing conditions are prescribed by 
the Government of India for guidance of and com¬ 
pliance by the importers. 

These Licensing Conditions will come into force 
imm ediately and will remain in force until further 
orders. * 

I, Allocations, from French Credits 

I. 1 Allocations [releases of foreign exchange 
against French credit funds are made by the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (EEC Division), herein¬ 
after referred to as “DEA”, on references made to it 
for the purpose or at the time of approvals of import 
proposals by the Capital Goods [Empowered Com¬ 
mittees. 

,1.2. Unless otherwise agreed by DEA in deserving 
cases, the allocations [releases will have to be effec¬ 
tively used by importers, by obtaining import licence, 
within a period of four months. In the absence of a 
receipt by DEA within this period of either—(i) 
a request for extension of the time Emit with rea¬ 
sons therfor, or (ii) a copy of import licence (in 
duplicate) obtained, or (iii) in the case of OGL 
items, an intimation that the order has been placed 
on the French supplier, the allocation|rclease will be 
cancelled by DEA. 

II. Import Licence 

II. 1 Import licence will be issued by the Office of 
the Chief Cntroller of Imports and Exports 
(CCI&E) in accordance with the Import Policy. The 
Import Licence will:— 

(a) provide a validity period of four months for 

contracting, which may be extended for a 
period of upto further four months on re¬ 
quest, with valid reasons therefor. Any re¬ 
quest for extension beyond 8 months from 
tne date of issue will have to be referred to 
DEA and will be considered by it only in 
special deserving cases. 

(b) show the Rupee value, on c.i.f. basis, cal¬ 
culated at the customs rate of exchange 
prevailing on the date of issue of Licence, 
which rate will be specified in the licence. 

(c) will provide validity period for completion 
of shipments of 24 months in the case of 
capital goods and 12 months in other cases. 

(d) will bear a supercription “French Credit”. 

(e) will include in its value the commission pay¬ 
able to the Indian agent; if any. ' 

II. 2 Immediately on the issue of the import licence, 
the Importer should send to DEA two photocopies of 
the licence, and advise the expected date of the con¬ 
tract with the French Supplier. 1 


TIT . Contract with French Supplier 

III. 1 The importer should ensure that the con¬ 
tract is concluded with the French supplier expedi¬ 
tiously, within the validity period indicated in II. 1(a) 
above. 

III. 2 Unless otherwise agreed by DEA in advance, 
only one contract will be concluded against each im¬ 
port licence. Also, the contract value snould be equal 
to the value of the French credit allocated or released 
by DEA. Part financing of the f.o.b. value from other 
sources should be avoided in particular. 

III. 3 Each contract should invariably be a com¬ 
plete, self contained document, signed in token of 
award and acceptance by the importer and the French 
supplier. A contract in the form of a series of corres¬ 
pondence between the parties, or a contract signed 
and accepted by an Indian agent on behalf of French 
supplier will not be accepted. 

IIL 4 Any amendment or modification of a con¬ 
tract should also be signed by the importer and the 
French supplier, and should be promptly advised by 
the importer to DEA, in ten copies as in the case of 
the original contract. Necessary amendment of the 
Import licence, if any, should also be ensured by the 
Importer. 

IV. Terms and Conditions of Contract. 

Special care should be taken by the importer to 
ensure strict compliance with the following terms and 
conditions : 

1. Currency : As the French Credits are in 
French Franc, the contract should be deno^ 
minated and should provide for payments 
to French supplier in French currency. An] 
departure from this provision must be go 
approved from DEA in advance of the con 
elusion of the contract. 

2. Price : The contract should indicate firn 

price on f.o.b., c. & f. or c.i.f basis; price 
escalation is not covered under Frencl 
credits and should therfore be avoided 
The contract should normally be on c.i.l 
basis, unless marine insurance is contracts 
with Indian insurance company. Ii 

any case, the contract must indicat 
separately and distinctly the f.o.t 
price, freight charges and insuranc 
cost, as well as Indian agents commissior 
if any; such commission will be payable b 
the importer to the agent only in India 
Rupees and the contract should clearl 
indicate this. 

3. Minimum Value r Following minimui

(a) contracts for heavy equipment 

or for industrial projects. FF 5,000,000 

(b) contracts for light equipment

(c) contracts for other imports FF 80,000 
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4. Origin of goods : 

4.1. French credit is available only to pay for 
goods and services of French origin; however, it may 
be extended to cover goods and services which origi¬ 
nate in other countries but are subcontracted by and 
incorporated in deliveries to be made by, the French 
supplier and therefore remain under the supplier’s 
responsibility, and conform to the limits and conditions 
fixed by the French authoarities, For this purpose, 
a stipulation as to the origin of goods should be in¬ 
corporated in tho contract ; in the case of any non- 
French content, a letter evidencing approval of the 
French authorities to the financing thereof must be 
secured from the supplier and embodied in the con¬ 
tract, if such non-French content is to be covered un¬ 
der French credit. I 

4.2 It is to be noted that supply of second-hand 
equipment is not normally eligible for credit financ¬ 
ing, unless prior approval of the French authorities 
is available therefor in particular cases. 

4.3 French credit funds can cover the transporta¬ 
tion (overseas) costs only if shipment is effected un¬ 
der a bill of lading issued by a French shipowner and 
supported by a certification issued by the French 
Board of Merchant Marine. Similarly, in order to 
qualify for credit coverage, insurance must have been 
contracted with French insurance companies. In both 
these cases, use of French credit or otherwise, must 
be envisaged at the time of finalising the contract so 
that credit funds can be reserved therefor at the time 
of contract notification to and approval by the French 
authorities. Paragraph IV. 2 above may also be seen 
in this connection. 

4.4 In the case of c.i.f. contracts in currencies 
Other than French Franc (see IV. 1 above), freight 
and insurance charges if not covered under French 
credit (see 4.3 above) will be payable from India’s 
own resources, This payment will be made in French 
franc by applying the official inter-bank rate of ex¬ 
change prevailing on the Bourse de Paris two banking 
days prior to the date of the payment. This should be 
clearly stipulated in the contract. 

5. Port of shipment : If necessary, goods can be 
shipped from non-French ports; cases of this nature 
are, however, expected to be rare. 

6. Payment terms : 1 

6.1 A down-payment of at least ten per cent of the 

f.o.b. price is required to be made to the supplier im¬ 
mediately on order, and must be so provided for in 
the contract. For a down-payment of more than ten 
per cent, prior approval of DEA must be obtained 
before finalisation of the contract. A bank guarantee 
from the supplier against such down-payment may 
be ensured and provided for in the contract as appro¬ 
priate. 1 

6.2 Terms of payment for the balance of the con¬ 
tractual all payments should be in accordance with nor¬ 
mal commercial practice as applicable to the parti¬ 
cular type of goods | services to be provided under the 
contract. Stage payments prior to the shipment of 


goods, if warranted, are permissible; such stage pay¬ 
ments must be clearly defined in the contract and ap¬ 
propriate bank guarantees against such advance pay¬ 
ments should be obtained from the supplier in due 
time. 

6.3 In certain cases, payment of the last instal¬ 
ments to the supplier| contractor may be justifiably 
linked to erection, commissioning, performance, pro¬ 
visional or final acceptance, etc. However, under 
French credit regulations, all payments to the supp¬ 
lier! contractor need to be completed by or on ship¬ 
ment. Therefore, the contract should provide for 
completing all payments by the final shipment, and 
for furnishing by the supplier|contractor appropriate 
bank guarantees for that part of payment which would 
but for the French credit regulations, have been with¬ 
held until commissioning, performance tests, etc. 

7. Other provisions : The contract must also in¬ 
clude provisions to cover the following r 

(a) The effectivity of the contract will, inter 
alia, be subject to the approval of the con¬ 
tract by the .Indian and French authorities 
for financing under tho French Credit. 

(b) All payments to the supplier, including the 

down-payment, have to be made by a do¬ 
miciliary bank in Paris directly from the 
French Credit funds. For this purpose, the 
domiciliary bank is to be selected from the 
banks listed in Annex I and specified in 
the contract. 1 

(c) The documents which have to be presented 
by the supplier to the domiciliary bank for 
each payment must be clearly stipulated in 
the contract. However, where bank guaran¬ 
tees are to be obtained for stage payments 
(see 6.2 above), they should be obtained 
by the importer separately in due time and 
should not be listed as a document to be 
presented by the supplier to the domiciliary 
bank. 

(d) The contract should provide that both the 

parties to the contract will furnish such in¬ 
formation and documents as may be re¬ 
quired under the French credit agreements 
between the Government of India and 
French authorities. i 

(e) In the case of a contract for industrial plant 
and equipment, the contract should also 
provide that the Indian importer, the French 
supplier and his sub-contractors or co¬ 
assignees (if any) agree that all sums due 
from the supplier to the importer will be 
assigned and will be paid direct to the domi¬ 
ciliary bank. For the purpose of such 
assignment, “Letter(s) of Delegation” 
will have to be furnished on request of 
DEA or the French authorities. A specimen 
copy of such letter of delegation is at An¬ 
nex ITA, HB and HC. 
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V. Contract Notification and Approval 

V. 1. Immediately on conclusion of the contract, the 
importer must forward to Department of Economic 
Affairs (EEC Division) : 

(i) ten certified copies of the contract and,|or 
any amendment (s) duly executed in Eng¬ 
lish language with dated signatures thereon 
by both the Indian importer and the French 
supplier, 

(ii) two photo copies^ of the relevant import 

licence, 

(iii) a guarantee (as in Annexure III) obtained 
from a scheduled bank authorised by the 
Reserve Bank of India to deal in Foreign 
exchange. This bank guarantee is not re¬ 
quired to be furnished by Government de¬ 
partments and public undertakings, and 

(iv) a request (in duplicate) for issue of Letter of 
Instruction in the form prescribed in An¬ 
nexure, IV. 

V, 2, On receipt of the above documents. 
Department of Economic Affairs will notify 
the contract to the Counsellor for Economic Affairs, 
Embassy of France, New Delhi. Acceptance of the 
contract will be confirmed by the Embassy of France 
whereupon the contract will be considered as approv¬ 
ed by the Indian and French authorities, thus ful¬ 
filling the relevant conditions for effectivity of the 
contract. Select and authorise one of the banks listed 
in Annex I* 

VI. Arrangements for Payments to Supplier 

VI. 1. Payments to the supplier due under the ap¬ 
proved contract will be made by the domiciliary 
bank, specified in the contract on presentation of do¬ 
cuments us specified in the contract. In the demicilfary 
bank is not specified in the contract. Department of 
Economic Affairs will select and authorise one of the 
banks listed in Annexure-I to make such payment. For 
this purpose a “Letter of Instruction” (LOI) will be 
issued by the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, 
(CAA&A) Department of Economic Affairs, Minis¬ 
try of Finance UCO, Bank Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi, to the domiciliary bank. Copy of 
the LOI will be sent simultaneously to the importer 
and the Indian bank nominated by the importer. 

VI. 2. After each payment to the supplier in acco- 
dance with the contract provisions and authorisation 
under the LOI, the original documents presented by 
the supplier for such payment will be forwarded by 
the domiciliary bank, along with details of bank 
charges (if any) and expenses on postage etc., to the 
Indian Bank, nominated by the importer in the re¬ 
quest as at Annex IV. 

VI. 3, Within one week of receiving the advice 
from the domiciliary bank the Indian bank will re¬ 
mit the amount of banking charges and postage in¬ 
cluding cable charges directly to the French Bank 
concerned without affecting the Government of India's 
account. For this purpose, necessary rupees will be 
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collected by the Indian bank from the Indiafi im¬ 
porter. 

VT. 4 Except such remittance for banking charges, 
postage, etc., no remittance from India is permissible 
under an import licence issued under French Credit. 

VII. RUPEE DEPOSITS 

VII. 1. Within a maximum of ten days from receipt of 
the documents from the domiciliary bank, the Indian 
bank must arrange deposit of the rupee equivalent of 
the payment made to the foreign supplier as indicat¬ 
ed in the invoice and commission and incidental char¬ 
ges 1 per cent ad valorem thereon. In addition, in¬ 
terest on the above (i.e. rupee equivalent plus 1 per 
cent Ad valorem) at the rate(s) prescribed by lh£ 
Government of India which will be specified in the 
LOI will also be payable to the Government for the 
actual interval between the date of payment to the 
foreign supplier and the date of deposit of rupee 
equivalent. The interest rate presently prescribed for 
this purpose is 12 per cent per annum for the first 30 
days and 18 per cent per annum for the period in ex¬ 
cess of 30 days. The provision regarding payment of 
interest will not apply to the Government Departments, 

VII. 2. The rupee equivalent will be calculated at 
the composite rate arrived at on the basis of the for¬ 
mula given in Public Notice No. 15-1TC (PJM)|72 
dated 28-1-72 as amended by the Public Notice No. 
1Q8-ITC(PN) |72 dated 21-7-1972, Public Notice No. 
8-ITC (PN) 176 dated 17-1-76 or as may be notified 
by Government from time to time through Public 
Notices of the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports. 

VII. 3. It will be the responsibility of the concerned 
Indian bank, to ensure that the amounts due are cor¬ 
rectly deposited into Government account before the 
original documents (referred to in VI.
